He was prepared to fight stoutly to the last ditch to pre- 
vent any increase in coal prices to the public. This was 
a fine Idea, but it promised to worky badly. Conciliation 
wisp-needed, and Prof. Garfleld was not a conciliating 
influence. ' Ho was prepared to. stand ftrm against. the 
miners all winter., if necessary, and to ask the public to 
shut down schools, .factories, and stores, and to curtail 
railroad service ;n a bitter-end flg-ht for his principles.

modity. 
In 1913-14 one pound English sterling had 


the purchasing power of 40 pounds of American cotton. 
At today's price for cotton and rate for sterling the 
English pound buys only about O^i pounds-of cotbon. 
In the case of Germany, which Is normally a large con- 
sumer of our staple, 100 German marks will today buy 
only about 7 «. pounds of cotton, whereas before the war 
100 marks were exchangeable X'or 200 pounds o£ cotfon. 


The advance in prices and the depreciation in for- 


eign currencies have a corresponding effect upon the 
exchange of 
other raw and semi-finished materials 


which wo produce and for which there is a virtually 
unlimited,dcmand abroad, and the wonder is that the 
volume of international trade is maintained at the pres- 
ent level.

n ore inexplicable is the fact that 


Europe has been able to buy as much as she has bought 
the past few months in' the face of the handicap of ex- 
change rates'and prices. 
And Jiow is it possible for 


Europe to apply labor to raw materials and beat the 
L'nited States in selling in neutral markets? 


.It is obvious that under existing conditions Europe 


'will limit her purchases from us to the barest necessi- 
ties', and that her salvation will depend upon her ability

The classified tlgures for October, just available, show 
that In that month Great Britain sh'ipped to us nearly 
three times as much goods as in the same month last 
year, that [Trance increased her exports to us more than 
threefold and Italy more than sevenfold. 


FROWNS ON LOTTERY. 


The British House of 
Commons took 
a sensible 


stand in disapproving by. a vote of 276 to S4 the pro- 
posal that the government issue premium bonds. 
This 


was only a polite way of advocating- that the govern- 
ment conduct a lottery. 


L'nder the scheme certain of the bonds, to be drawn 


by chance, wottld command a premium—that is, "would 
pay to the holders at maturity a sum greatly in excess 
of face value. "\Vith the gambling element injected into 
the transaction, it was argued that tho bonds could bo 
disposed of more i-esydlly than any other form of loan. 


But. 
serious as Great Britain's financial difficulties 


* may 'be, they hardly have reached a state where the 


government could be excused for giving the stamp of 
its approval to a gambling- scheme. The adoption of the 
plan could have no other than a demoralizing effect. 
With tho government conducting a lottery, the sensi- 
tiveness- of the people to the immorality of gambling 
would be dulled.
